Prosperity became common 
rather than exceptional and the ris- 
ing standard of living was recognized 
as the natural product of a capital- 
istic society in an industrial age. 
and property during the war, led 
many to believe that generations of 
retrenchment would be required be- 
fore we would again achieve the pre- 
war standard of living. During the 
war, however, productive processes 
were speeded to a point beyond pre- 
vious belief and today we are more 
on the verge of a period when our 
problems will be those of overpro- 
duction rather than those of the old 
‘days of social deficit. This new fear 
of overproduction has taken the 
place of the old fear of deficit and 
this new fear will continue to hold 
sway until the world has solved the 
problems involved in financing -the 
steadily increasing consumption and 
continuous improvement in the stan- 
dards of living.

Effective and ineffective

During the. year just passed almost 
fifty-two hundred additional wheat 
pool contracts were signed and sent 
in to the Calgary office. The pool 
membership is now 36,000, | which 
number is in excess of the total mem- 
bership of the U.F.A, in its palmiest 
year, 


The progress of the wheat - pool 
movement is splendidly hopeful, not 
only because it has meant better 
prices, and promises the final re- 
lease of the farmer from the leech- 
like hold of the easy-money parasites 
of the grain trade, but also because 
the movement is an object lesson to 
the farmers of the west of how best 
farmer organizations can be quickly 
built up to a maximum membership, 
and so maintained in strength and vir- 
ility. It is a concrete demonstration 
that by proper attention to the prac- 
tical affairs, to the exclusion of ab- 
stract interests and individual predi- 
lections and prejudices, farmers can 
and will join together in cooperative 
effort. 


After half-hearted and abortive at- 
tempts to form a wheat pool it was 
left for the electrical personality of 
Aaron Sapiro to galvanize a weak- 
ened and almost moribund U.F.A. into 
effective action. Henry W. Wood 
was induced to gird himself and his 
courage to the point of accepting re- 
sponsibility of high office in the pool 
although he had so recently declared 
his incapacity for like responsibility. 

The great pool movement has ac- 
complished the organization of the 
farmers because it is an organization 
whose sole object is self-helpful ac- 
tion. Its membership is greater than 
ever was the membership of the U.F. 
A., whose policy continued to be one 
of supplicant prayers to a government 
for favors together with an annual 
meeting of delegates in convention, 
where pious resolutions were discuss- 
ed and voted upon. These resolu- 
tions varied as much in degree of 
wisdom and foolishness as did the 
subjects with which it was intended 
they should deal, 

To demonstrate how foolish and 
even impertinent these resolutions 
were, one only has to take the sub- 
ject of prohibition, upon which ques- 
tion hours of time were spent and 
millions of words were spilled and 
many resolutions passed. To have 
the semblance of real authority, a de- 
cision on so purely a question of 
conscience, it would have been nec- 
essary for a delegate to possess the 
individual conscience on the matter 
of every individual member of his lo- 
cal, by virtue of whose authority he 
was present at the annual gathering. 
This, of course, was impossible, and 
being impossible, made such proceed- 
ings futile, and, logically speaking, 
ridiculous. 

There are differing preference of 
different men upon social questions. 
There are divergent opinions upon 
how best to achieve the ideal; as 
there are differing doctrines and be- 
liefs in religion. Who and by what 
authority may these preferences be 
disputed? One thing is certain, that 
by disputing them we do little else

In tue last fiscal year 8,843 home- 
stead entries were granted in the 
Prairie Provinces, aggregating an 
approximate area of 614,880 acres, 
whilo, in addition, 710 soldier grants 
of 113,600 acres, make up a grand 
total of 728,480 acres so settled. 


In 1915 Canada exported no wheat 
to China. In 1918 she sent only eight 
bushels to Japan. In 1924 China 
imported over 5,000,000 bushels of 
Canadian wheat and over 1,500,000 
barrels of flour, while Japan took 
7,000,000 bushels of wheat and 110,- 
000 barrels of flour. It is predicted 
these figures will be well beaten for 
the current year. 


The Grand Challenge Cup, emble- 
matic of the First Aid Championship 
of the entire system of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, will be competed for 
at the Place Viger Hotel, Montrml, 
November.15.

FEED POTASSIUM ODIDE TO THE 
SOWS, EWES AND COWS, TO 
PREVENT HAIRLESS PIGS, 
GOITERED LAMBS AND 
CALVES 


In some seasons losses from hair- 
less pigs and goltercd Jambs and cal- 
ves have been very heavy, with con- 
siderable losses from weak foals. It 
has been found that these troubles 
are caused very largely through lack 
of insufficient fodine In the system of 
the pregnant mother. By feeding of 
[Potassium Iodide the amount of io- 
| dine in the thyroid gland of both the 
‘mother and the young animals can be 
Jargely increased, and the loss of the 
young animals from these causes al- 
most entirely prevented. 

After a long, cold winter with deep 
snow, heavy losses of young pigs, 
lambs, calves and foals may be expect: | 

ed, but can be largely prevented, The 
deep snow prevents the pregnant ani- 
mals from taking exercise and get- 
ting access to the soll. Exercise is 
always beneficial, and the soll seems 
to be a regulator for the system, It 
is probably for these two reasons that 
there is seldom any trouble with the} 
fall pigs, calves and foals and much | 
less trouble with, late lambs. Another | 
drawback of the deep snow jis that 
many animals are either eating snow, 
or drinking only snow water, and, 
while the water from many wells con- 
taing sufficient iodine for the require- 
ments of live slock, snow water does 
not contain any iodine. 

The feeding of potassium iodide is 
an almost certain preventative — of 
losses from hairless plgs, goltered 
lambs and calves, and a great help 
with foals, though weakness in foals 
may be due to many causes, Feed- 
ing potassium fodide requires very 
little oxtra work, It is not expensive, 
and the gaving of one litter of pigs, 
or one calf or lamb will many times 
over pay for the cost of the potassium 
iodide and the labor of feeding. Po- 
tasslum fodide should) be carefully 
and regularly fed throughout — the 
whole period of pregnancy, but satis- 
factory results have often been se- 
cured where it was fed for only part 
of the period; commence feeding at 
the carliest possible date.

107 RAN WHO LOST 
ELECTION DEPOSITS 


Ottawa, Jan, 2.—One hundred and 
seven candidates lost their deposits 
in the recent general election. As a 
result, Canada’s expenses in conduct- 
ing the election, estimated at slightly 
over $2,000,000, will be decreased by 
$21,400. 

According to available records, 28 
Conservatives, 23 Liberals, 11 Progres- 
sives, 18 Laborites and 11 Independent | 
Liberals lost their deposit. The re- 
mainder is made up of Farmer Labor 
; candidates, 3 Independent Conserva- 
tives; two Liberal Protectionists; 6 
Independents; one Independent Pro- 
gressive, one Socialist and six who 
were officially nominated, but who 
did not go to the polls. Three of the 
four women candidates lost their de- 
i posits. The list includes one former 
cabinet minister, In the election of 
(1921 there were 192 who lost their 
deposits,

Indecision is a habit that weakens 
personal relations with friends and 
seriously endangers success in work.

Even in the course of several cen- 
turies the climate of New England 
may oscillate between cold conditions 
similar to those of Labrador and mild 
conditions similar to those which pre- 
yail on the coast of Virginia at the 
present time. 

This progressive rise of temperature 
is indicated -by observation taken all 
'over the northern part of the United 
States. In St. Paul, Minnesota, the 
temperature of the decade ending 
with 1925 averages two and eight- 
tenths degrees warmer than that of 
the first decade of observation from 
1859 to 1868. 

In Canada the rise has neon even 
more pronounced. At Winnipeg for 
the ten years ending with 1925 the 
average yearly temperature is four 
degrees higher than that of the first 
ten years of observation ending with 
1884. The rise at other Canadian sta- 
tions like Port Arthur and Dawson is 
even greater, In Alaska the period 
covered by the observations is com- 
paratively short, but even these show 
a progressive advance in the mean 
temperature taken in ten-year aver- 
ages. But the existence of milder con- 
iditions in Alaska is best told by the 
| retreat of the glaciers ever since 
they were first observed. 

This climatic change is all the 
more remarkable because in the 
}southern part of the United States 
the trend is the other way. 

Will this continue with backward 
ebbs and flows like an incoming tide 
until we are ushered into the mild 
temperature of an interglacial period 
Or, are we now on the crest of 
some warmer period from which there 
will be a retreat? 

No one at the present can answer 
these questions, but one thing seems 
certain, since we are now in a long 
swing of milder year in the northern 
United States and Canada, we can 
be reasonably sure that there will 
not be a return of the cold winters 
and cool summers which chacterized 
the years around 1816, although it is | 
quile possible that the temperature of 
the coming winter or the coming sum- 
mer may be below the mean of the} 
past ten years,
